DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tine fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
7/14/2009 has been entered. 

Applicant's cancellation of claims 1 , 3, amendment of claim 2 and 4 and the 
addition of new claim 17 and 18, in the paper of 7/14/2009, is acknowledged. Claims 2, 
4-18 are still at issue and are present for examination. Applicants' arguments filed on 
7/14/2009, have been fully considered and are deemed to be persuasive to overcome 
some of the rejections previously applied. Rejections and/or objections not reiterated 
from previous office actions are hereby withdrawn. 

Claims 5-9, 15 and 16 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 
37 CFR 1 .142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention.
